He advised further that he was 
never asked nor did he provide any information for the Reagan 
campaign to help them prepare for Reagan's possible debates 
with Jimmy Carter or John Anderson. 


Sanjuan advised further he possibly had information 
concerning a document related to the National Security 
Council.
